Everybody’s Problem 


Now that the election is over and the flights of 
political rhetoric have temporarily ceased, we can 
turn our thoughts to more earthly subjects, namely, 
if you’ll excuse the bad pun, the Sierra Madre Ceme¬ 
tery. 

The cemetery, located directly, west of Sierra 
Vista Park, is possibly not an out-and-out eyesore, 
but neither is it an asset,-in its present condition. 

The problem of “what to do about the cemetery” 
has been tackled before, but most people gave up in 
despair. 

THE COORDINATING COUNCIL has now as¬ 
sumed the problem and, through the work of James 
McCoy and Herbert W. Harrison, appears to have ar¬ 
rived at a possible solution. The problem won’t be 
settled in one day, but a little light is glimmering 
through. 

The cemetery has been permitted to deteriorate 
mainly because there are not sufficient funds to 
maintain it. 

The Sierra Madre Cemetery Association, a priv¬ 
ate group, has been able to raise only a small portion 
of the money actually needed for maintenance. The 
descendents of persons buried in the cemetery have 
in some cases disappeared; family lines have van¬ 
ished. 

The Cemetery Association, in short, is too small 
to do much about taking care of the approximately 
21/2 acre final resting place of many of the early citi¬ 
zens of Sierra Madre. 

THERE SEEMS to be only one solution. The 
City of Sierra Madre must assume control of the 
cemetery, must maintain it and see that proper rec¬ 
ords are kept—all without charge to the taxpayers, 
if humanely possible. 

A big order, but not impossible. 

Mr. Harrison, a former city councilman who has 
had experience in this field, believes it can'be done. 

A perpetual care fund must be established and 
the City Council must agree to assume control after 
the necessary steps are completed. 

A fund of possibly $50,000 would have to be 
raised. Invested at 5 per cent interest, this would re¬ 
turn $2,500 a year—enough to maintain the cemetery leisure time floating around, of paper straws, and one oi

Its hospitality, however, 
could be attested to by the 
many tliousands of small 
boys (and girls!) who have 
clambered among its wide 
low branches. The oak is 
traditionally a symbol of 
permanence, and deserves 
recognition for Its survival 
in spite of fire, flood, and 
mankind.

“Health Chats” 

THIS CARD COULD SAVE 
YOUR LIFE 

The above headline is the 
title of a current magazine 
article which brings to our 
attention one of the most 
important health features of 
our modern, high-speed liv¬ 
ing. Emergency hospitals are 
flooded constantly with seri¬ 
ous emergency conditions in 
patients who are uncon¬ 
scious and about whom the 
servicing doctors have no 
medical record whatsoever. 
These persons may be hy¬ 
persensitive to antibiotics to 
a point of suffering critical¬ 
ly from them or they may 
be sensitive to any one of a 
number of commonly used 
drugs or subject to anaphy¬ 
laxis (serum sickness or re¬ 
action) upon the administra¬ 
tion of substances as innoc¬ 
uous as liver and iron. Con¬ 
sequently, care of such per¬ 
sons who are the victims of 
highway and other accidents 
or casualties of innumerable 
stresses of modern living 
are risky patients to handle 
when they are in no condi¬ 
tion to supply any of their 
medical history. E'requently 
diabetics have received the 
incorrect treatment because 
they were discovered in 
coma and no one knew they 
were diabetics.

Everyone should carry in 
their bill-fold a card giving 
concisely th^ir medical his¬ 
tory. This card will provide 
the important information 
which an attending doctor 
would need in’an emergency 
and at some future time may 
be the very thing that will 
save your life. It will give 
blood type, and Rh factor, 
drug sensitiveness, allergies, 
histories of illnesses and op¬ 
erations; also the name, ad¬ 
dress and telephone number 
of the doctor from whom 
complete medical history 
can be secured. 

A doctor servicing an un¬ 
conscious emergency case is 
sure to wonder, "Is there his¬ 
tory _of tuberculosis? Have 
tetanus shots been given— 
and how long ago? Is there 
an allergy to cortosone, to 
aspirin?” and many other 
vital points, any of which 
may have serious bearing 
upon the survival or the 
emergency. 

The Foothill General Health 
Service along with many 
other modern health offices 
is prepared to provide these 
cards to their patients. Items 
which are incomplete from 
present information can be 
filled in by having necessary 
laboratory tests made to 
complete them.—Adv.

5. “Horse Racing Machine”: Any 
mechanically operated amusement 
machines or device contrived to 
simulate In miniature the running 
of a horse race or any other race 
run by beasts, humans or ma¬ 
chines, or which Is contrived to 
put In motion any number of ob¬ 
jects or symbols which then do, 
or appear to, run or move against 
each other In the manner of a 
miniature race, or which Is de¬ 
signed to represent, by symbols, 
the running of any race and the 
order of the finish thereof. 

B. No person shall keep, main¬ 
tain or possess In any place of 
business or in any place of public 
resort: 

1. Any pin game, any marble 
game or any game similar to a 
marble game, any claw, hook or 
grab machine, or any horse race 
machine, the operation of which 
game or machine Is controlled, 
permitted or made available by 
placing therein a coin, plug, disk, 
key or token, or which Is let for 
use. operation or play upon the 
payment or delivery of anything 
of value therefor, or upon the* 
making of any purchase; 

2. Any mechanical device or me¬ 


chanically operated contrivance 
for the playing of any game of 
chance, the use or operation of 
which Is controlled, permitted or 
made available by placing therein 
any coin, plug, disk, key, or token, 
or which Is let for use, operation, 
or play upon the payment or de¬ 
livery of anything of value there¬ 
for, or upon the making of any 
purchase. 

O. The provisions of this Section 
shall not apply to the keeping, 
possessing or exhibiting of any 
such mechanical contrivance or 
device at or In any mercantile 
store In which such mechanical 
contrivances or devices are kept 
solely for sale and which mechan¬ 
ical contrivances or devices mem¬ 
bers of the public are not per¬ 
mitted or allowed to operate, ma¬ 
nipulate or play except as incident 
to a demonstration for the purpose 
of sale.

Wright. For those who en¬ 
joy subject matter treated in 
the traditional manner, but 
with more subdued color, 
there is Phil Dike’s “China 
Cove” and Rex Brandt's “Go¬ 
ing to the Race.” 

Subject matter which is 
treated with a pleasing 
blend'of traditional and con¬ 
temporary is found jn “Of 
Sun and Summer” by John 
Deeper—an intere-sfing study 
of a seated female figure 
whose contours are broken 
with areas of light and 
shade: “Still Life” by Ernest 
shapes brought out in a 
strong composition consist¬ 
ing of colors that range 
through various shades of 
gray, black and white.

By Mahoney Could Help 

Anti-Smog Plans 

Huge new supplies of nat¬ 
ural gas which are en route 
to Southern California will 
meet the objectives of the 
smog abatement program 
and, at the same time, safe¬ 
guard the interests of all gas 
customers, it was reported 
in testimony before the Cali¬ 
fornia Public Utilities Com¬ 
mission. 

A. R. Bailey, executive 
vice president of Southern 
Counties Gas Co., spokesman 
for the Southland gas utili¬ 
ties, summarized contracts 
which have been executed 
with out-of-state gas suppli¬ 
ers which would nearly dou¬ 
ble the import of out-of-state 
gas, if necessary approval 
by publicr egulatory bodies 
is granted. 

The pipeline facilities 
planned for bringing this 
suply into Southern Califor¬ 
nia would have capacity to 
more than double current 
imports. 

On the basis of these sup¬ 
plies, gas company spokes¬ 
men emphasized, the two 
gas companies could supply 
without interruption require¬ 
ments of industrial users, 
including steam electric gen¬ 
erating agencies, during the 
months deemed "smog crit¬ 
ical” by the Air Pollution 
Control authorities.

Canning and preserving, 
can be many things to many 
people. To Mr. Leo Sharp, a 
retired newspaper editor and 
his wife, it has become a 
hobby and a way of sharing 
their hospitality. 

The will give you a pot of 
chili sauce or a jar of pickles 
as a way of saying glad to 
know you, or perlfaps for no 
reason at all but to cheer you r 
in your daily life. As Mrs. f 
Sharp says, there is hardly a I 
jar that passes her way that t 
isn’t filled with something s 
from their kitchen and sent I 
on its travels again. < 

When I asked Mr. Sharp ^ 
for some of his favorite can- 
nlng recipes he not only was j 
kind enough to write them , 
down, but I too received sam- J 
pies for testing. For my taste 
they are tops. 

MUSTARD PICKLES ‘ 
(About 6 quarts) i 

1 quart large cucumbers 
cubed ' 

1 quart small cucumbers 
whole or cubed 
1 quart marble size silver 
skin onions 

1 quart green tomatoes 
chopped fine 

2 red sweet pepper chop- j 
ped fine 

1 medium size coulillow- 
er chopped fine 

2 quarts vinegar 

2 cups brown sugar 
1 cup flour 
1 tablespoon tumeric 
6 tablespoons dry mustard 
(Colemans or Spice Is¬ 
land) 

Va cup salt 
1 quart water 
Method: Wash vegetables, 
cover with brine solution of 
water and the V 2 cup salt. 
Allow to stand for 24 hours. 
Bring to boil in solution; 
drain. Mi.x mustard, flour, 
tumeric, sugar, and vinegar 
thoroughly. Stir in vege¬ 
tables and cook until thick. 
Can immediately in steriliz¬ 
ed jars and seal. Allow them 
to stand for two weeks to 
ripen. 

THE FOLLOWING chili 
sauce is delicious. He gave 
me two jars. One was made 
hotter by the addition of 
more vinegar, sugar and Ne¬ 
pal pepper. The Nepal pepper 
is a Spice Island product. 

Mr. Sharp has tested all of 
these recipes many times 
and advocates the use of the 
Spice Island products as pro¬ 
ducing the best flavor in his 
recipes. It is a very hot pep¬ 
per and must be used with 
discretion. 

NEPAL CHILI SAUCE 

6 lbs. garden ripe tomatoes 
4 green peppers (sweet) 

1 large red pepper (sweet) 
IV 2 lbs. red onions 


2 lbs. tart apples 

1 lb. or 2Vz cups brown 
sugar 

1 pL red wine vinegar 

2 level tablespoons solt 

1 tsp. dry mustard (Cole¬ 
mans or Spice Island) 
Pinch of curry powder 

1 tsp. celery seed 
Vz f^P- ground cloves 
1/2 tsp. allspice 

1 tsp. cinnomoi^ 

1/2 tsp. Nepal pepper 

Method: Scald tomatoes, 
peel and remove seeds. Chop 
fine. Peel apples, chop fine. 
Peel off outer layer of onions, 
chop fine. Remove seeds and 
stem from peppers, chop fine. 
Place all ingredients on fire, 
cook for two hours until 
thick and transparent. As it 
cooks add l’,4 cups of cider 
vinegar. Pour In hot steri¬ 
lized jars and seal immedi¬ 
ately. Store for two weeks to 
ripen. 

ALTHOUGH Mrs. Sharp 
confines her canning to fruits 
and jellies she tried this cu¬ 
cumber pickle this fall and 
found it to be delicate and 
crisp. 

DANISH CUCUMBER 
PICKLES 
(8 pints) 

Select 16 long thin cucum¬ 
bers. Peel them ami cut into 


quarters lengthwise. Then 
cut into half crosswise. Re¬ 
move seeds and discard. 
Sprinkle with % cup salt and 
allow to stand overnight in 
a crock or bowl. 

Boil together 1 quart white 
vinegar, 2 tbs. sait, 2 tsp. 
mustard seed, % tsp. black 
pepper corns, and 5 cups 
sugar. Drain the cucumbers 
and pack in hot sterilized 
pint jars. Into each jar put 
1 chili pepper, and a sprig of 
fresh dill (if fresh dill is not 
available use instead 1 tbs. 
dill -seed while cooking 
brine). Fill each jar with 
boiling brine and seal im¬ 
mediately. These pickles too 
must stand for a few weeks 
in order to reach full matur- 

ity- 

MH. SHARP, a young 7.5, 
has lived in this area for 38 
years. He has long been as- 
s o c i a t e d with newspaper 
work and at one time was 
the editor of this paper. Al¬ 
though he has retired he 
says he finds it hard to stay 
away. 

You know the old saw 
about ink in the veins of 
every newspaper man. I be¬ 
lieve that Mrs. Sharp too has 
a little in her veins. She used 
to delight in working in the 
printing room when the pap¬ 


er was going to bed. Many 
are the nights that she stay¬ 
ed up into the early hours 
of dawn a.ssembling and 
folding the papers in prepar¬ 
ation for delivery. 

These two have worked as 
a team for 47 years and see 
no reason to change at this 
late date. In addition to their 
canning hobby they have 
taken up furniture refinish¬ 
ing together, and although it 
is hard and messy work, the 
re.sults warrant their many 
hours of labor. 

They are friendly and 
warm people who need to be 
busy. Next time you see a 
tall merry looking man with 
a shock of white hair and a 
bright red or green fedora, 
stop and say “Hello, Leo!’’
